AMENDMENT TO THE A . P . UN -AIDED NON -MINORITY PROFESSIONAL INSTITU 

TIONS (REGULATION OF ADMISSIONS INTO POST GRADUATE MEDICAL AND

NOTIFICATION 


In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 3 and 15 of the Andhra Pradesh Educational 
Institutions ( Regulation of Admission and Prohibition of Capitation Fee ) Act, 1983 ( A . P . 
Act No.5 of 1983 ) the Governor of Andhra Pradesh hereby makes the following amendment 
to the Andhra Pradesh Un - aided Non -Minority Professional Institutions (Regulation of 
Admissions into Post Graduate Medical and Dental Professional Courses ) Rules, 2003 
issued in G .O .Ms.No. 36 , HM & FW ( E2 ) Dept , Dt. 28 - 1 - 2004 and published in Rules 
Supplement to part- I Extraordinary of the Andhra Pradesh Gazettee No.5 dated 29 - 1 - 2004 
and as subsequently amended from time to time. 


AMENDMENT 


In the said rules, for Rule 14 the following rule shall be substituted , namely : 


“ 14 . Compulsory Service after P.G . Pass out: 


All the PG medical students both degree and diploma admitted under Convenor Quota 
shall render a compulsory Government service by working in the public sector hospitals 
viz . Community Health Centres , Area Hospitals , District Hospitals , Teaching and 
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Super - Speciality Hospitals, as the case may be , as Senior Resident for a period of 
one year after successful completion of their academic programme associated with 
the PG courses. They shall be allotted to various hospitals by a committee constituted 
for the purpose strictly as per the merit list issued by Dr. NTRUHS at the end 
of the PG courses . An honorarium of Rs. 28 , 000 /- for PG Diploma candidates, 
Rs. 33 , 000 / - for Degree candidates and Rs. 41,000 /- for PG Super Speciality 
candidates, shall be paid per month . No candidate shall be exempted from the 
service in Government Hospitals for the stipulated one year term . Each non service 
candidates admitted to a P .G . course shall execute a bond to serve the Government 
for a period of one year. If they violate the bond condition either by not joining 
as Senior Resident or not completing the stipulated service period of 18 months after 
successful completion of the P .G . Degree /Diploma course . A penalty of 
Rs. 15 , 00 ,000/ - from the Diploma candidates and Rs. 20 , 00 ,000 /- on P .G . Degree 
candidates shall be levied . 


All Post Graduate Medical both Degree and Diploma candidates admitted under 
Management Quota shall work as Senior Resident in the Parent institution for 
a period of one year after successful completion of academic programme. An 
honorarium of Rs. 50 , 000 / - shall be paid per month to the Senior Residents 
by the management of the institution concerned . All candidates shall execute a 
bond to serve the institute for a period of one year failing which they have to 
pay the penalty as imposed by the institution .
